The  300  members  of  the  Princeton  Community  Players 
who  this  week  stand  on  the  threshold  of  reaching  their 
goal — a  permanent  community  theater  for  the  community 
of  Princeton.  With  the  acquisition  of  Avalon,  the  historic 
home  of  the  late  great  Henry  van  Dyke,  the  Players,  days 
away  from  the  13th  anniversary  of  their  first  production, 
are  demonstrating  that  they  are  a  community  organization 
in  every  sense  of  the  word  community,  for  service  to  all 
of  Princeton  has  already  been  rewarded  with  the  sale  of 
nearly  90  debentures  and  the  receipt  of  hundreds  of  dol- 
lars in  contributions. 

Founded  in  January,  1933,  just  before  the  Nation  started 
enjoying  an  epidemic  of  "bank  holidays",  the  Players  thriv- 
ed in  the  teeth  of  the  Great  Depression  and  in  1934  could 
count  257  paid-up  members  and  look  back  on  four  suc- 
cessful McCarter  productions.  In  the  second  year  of  their 
existence,  the  Players,  shunting  the  lamentable  mtrover- 
sive  practices  of  many  "little  theatre"  groups,  began  the 
custom  of  staging  at  least  one  play  each  year  for  the 
benefit  of  a  Princeton  charity  or — after  1939 — a  charity 
arising  from  World  War  II. 

In  pursuing  what  has  been  described  as  Princeton's 
"Good  Neighbor  Program",  the  Players  have  produced 
81  plays  and  have  raised  upwards  of  $12,000  for  ser\'ice 
agencies  and  thoroughly  worthwhile  causes.  Among  the 
local  institutions  that  have  been  bolstered  financially  by 
the  Players  are  the  Prmceton  Hospital,  the  Princeton 
Public  Library,  the  Princeton  Summer  Playgrounds  and  the 
Princeton  Girl  Scouts'  Fund.  Other  beneficiaries  have  been 
the  British,  Polish  and  Russian  War  Relief  funds,  the 
American  Friends'  Service  and  the  Richard  W.  Warfield 
Scholarship  Fund  at  Princeton  University.  They  have  carried 
their  productions  into  Princeton's  schools  at  the  request 
of  Princeton  parents  and  are  still  giving  days  and  weeks 
of  work  to  the  sick  and  wounded  in  Fort  Dix's  hospitals. 

For  upholding  the  best  of  democratic  traditions  by  ex- 
tendfng  membership  to  any  and  all  residents  of  Princeton 
and  vicinity;  for  helping  to  knit  together  diverse  elements 
of  the  community  by  providing  common  interests  for  both 
the  talented  and  the  untalented;  for  giving  substance  and 
worth  to  their  undertakings  by  devotion  to  invisible  stan- 
dards of  service,  they  are  Town  Topics'  candidates  for

blast  at  the  Federal  Government  for  its

So  Goes  My  Love  (Friday,  Saturday) 
is  a  picturesque,  period  romance  set  in 
the  post-Civil  War  era  and  spinning  an 
easy-going  story  in  wliich  Don  Ameche 
woos  Myrna  Loy.  It's  slow  and  sweet, 
occasionally  a  little  too  much  of  each. 

Kitty  (Sunday  through  Wednesday) 
features  Paulette  Goddard  in  the  title 
role,  that  of  a  seductive  cockney  waif 
who  conquered  London  society  because 
Thomas  Gainsborough  painted  her  por- 
trait.
